RAWLING spectators swarmed on the pitch at Yarra

fighting swept across the park, 
involving watchers of Yarra 
Park’s game on a nearby pitch, 
a Croatia official told “Soccer 
News.” 


For about 15 minutes, more than 
100 people brawled across the park, 
leaving Croatia with three beaten- 
up players and Melbourne with 
several men hurt. > 


Sparked Off ! 


‘According to Croatia secretary, 
Tony Durakovic, the melee was 
sparked off by an incident involv- 
ing Croatia insidée-left, Tavesic, 
and a Hungarian player when the 
score was 2-2 in an already tense 
game. Melbourne scored a hotly 


disputed goal after 10 minutes and 


Croatia equalised with a penalty. 


The referee escaped when 
several spectators rushed on to 
the field, setting off the crash. 


The referee abandoned 


Said Mr. Durakovie: “Our play- 
ers were just about ready to jump 
into the Yarra, it looked like an- 
other minor revolution. It was 
really a black day for Victorian 
soccer. It was lucky that nobody 
had to be taken to hospital.” 


“Dirty Soccer.” 


About the game, he said: “It 
started off well, Melbourne showed 
they had some very good forwards, 
but it developed into really dirty 
soccer.” 

Mr. Vic. Manson, secretary of 
Melbourne, commented: “It was 
the roughest game I have ever 
seen. We now have nine of our 
players on the injured list’

GET TOUGH 


OTHING undermines the stand- 

ing of a referee more than 
unnecessary tolerance of players 
who challenge his decisions. 

No matter whether the spec- 
tators are numbered in their tens 
or in their thousands, once a Te- 
feree permits this and some of the 
back-chat that accompanies it, he 
loses the respect that he would 
otherwise command if he were firm 
— an essential in the handling of 
any game. 

When a referee makes an obvious 
error he is perfectly conscious of

it nine times out of ten, and he can 
face up to it in the manner he con- 
siders best without the chatter of 
players and without them chasing 
after him. 

In some Continental countries 
the only player who has any right 
to speak to the referee is the cap- 
tain. This, more than anything, 
makes for a well-disciplined side— 
a side that will often produce 
better football, too. 

Law 12 (5 L) says: “A player 
shall be cautioned if he shows by 
word or action dissent from any 
decision given by the referee.” 

Official advice to referees under 
this section of the rules says: “Do 
not allow players to crowd around 
you to question your decision or 
get you to change it.” 

Advice to players under the same 
rule is: “Accept the referee’s de- 
cision without question. It is an 
offence to show dissent by word or 
action.” 

There you have the rule quite 
plainly, and it shows that there is 
not the slightest exeuse for a 
referee who loses standing be 

cause of his laxity in enforcing 
it. 

Referees should carry this out to 
the strict letter of the law at all 
times. ‘Their reputation will be

enhanced in the eyes of the players 
as well as the crowd. 
THE PLAYERS KNOW 

This will do more than anything 
else to establish the reputation of 
a referee. 

Nobody does more to make 
or mar his reputation than the 
players themselves. They talk 
in the dressing-room before the 
game, and the trend of their con- 
versation will be something like 
this: “Phis man won’t stand any 
nonsense — he’ll be down on you 
like a ton of bricks as soon as 
you open your mouth.” 

And the outcome is that players 
will not challenge a decision. They 
are content to get on with the 
game. 

CLUB VIEWPOINT 

There is a growing tendency in 
present-day football for a re- 
feree’s decision to be determined by 
appeals from players. 

Because their players appeal, 
some managers are only too ready 
to hold that the referee made a 
mistake. Managers are far more 
inclined to agree with their players 
than to give a considered judgment 
of a referee’s ability. 

The worst aspect of all, however, 
arises on those occasions when cer- 
tain players disagree with a deci- 
sion merely to “play up to the 
crowd.” 

But, then, there is not the 
slightest sympathy for referees 
in these circumstances. They 
know the rules and they are 
there to carry them out. If they 
fail to do so they must accept 
the consequences. 

Some sections of crowds make a 
big noise over nothing. 

Tt should be remembered that 
they. are very much in the min- 
ority. Most people like to see a 
first-class referee just as’ much as 
the first-class player, and the cap- 
able referee can help to “make” an 

outstanding player on the field.

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season, players drop out of the 
game because senior clubs do not 
give them a fair chance in senior 
ranks. 

“How many clubs persist with 
youth and how many continue to 
piay the same old faces year in 
and year out? 


“Last year the age group in the 
junior association was cut by one 
year, the result being that the 20- 
year-old group were not playing 
in senior football. No, the clubs 
would not play them, but the under 
20 group dropped out of the game. 


IT’S CHEAPER. 


“With regard to having players 
‘pinched’ there are several First 
Division clubs who will never run 
juniors while they can poach good 
juniors who have been coached by 
clubs interested in fostering 
juniors. And then these senior 
clubs come along and take a good 
boy away. It’s cheaper that way. 


“The Australian boy, unfortun- 
ately, does not learn the game 
until he is 12, and must be given 
just that few more years before he 
matures. Granted the coaching 
and schoolboy competitions have 
grown these last few years, but it 
will not bear fruit for at least 
three seasons yet. Then, maybe, 
the age group can be dropped,”
